THE TARIFF ON METALS. 

The report of the Tariff Commission has 
silenced a great deal of the censure passed 
on that body while it was taking evidence 
throughout the country, and has satisfied the 
public that it has given thorough attention 
to the valuable interests entrusted to it. 
Perhaps the strongest proof of the excellence 
of its work is its very remarkable achiéve- 
ment of remodelling the tariff on metals, and 
particularly on iron, ina way that complies 
with the general demand for tariff reduction, 
while at the same time its schedule appears 
to be acceptable to the great iron interest. 

Briefly stated, the new tariff suggested 
by the committee leaves the duty on 
iron ore at “fifty cents a_ ton, 
is practically the same as the present 
ad valorem duty of twenty per cent. The 
duty on pig iron and all classes of scrap iron 
is to be three-tenths of a cent per pound. 
This a reduction of two dollars a ton on pig 
iron and on scrap pig iron and old iron rail- 
way bars anda slight increase on wrought 
scrap iron. The duty on steel railway bars, 
which is one of the cardinal items on the list, 
has been reduced from $28 a ton to eight- 
tenths of one cent per pound, or $1792 per 
ton. 

The idea of the commission seems to have 
been the very sensible one that it was the 
duty of future legislation to recognize the in- 
terests which past legislation has built up, 
and to reconcile the vast and far-reaching 
necessities, both of invested ‘capital and 
skilled labor, as far as this is consistent 
with the public demand for a reducwon in the

extreme free-traders, whose theories of po- 
litical economy are not affected by any prac- 
tical considerations of the national welfare.

A CUNCINNATI court has decided that any 
tax-payer of a school district can by injunc- 
tion restrain the Board of Education from 
using the district school house for religious 
or Sunday-school purposes. The State Su- 
preme Court bad previously held that the 
school houses built by taxation for free pub- 
lic schools cannot be leased to teachers of 
pay schools if any district tax-payer objects ; 
that such resident tax-payers are quasi cor- 
porators and can legally restrain the use of 
the corporate property for any but corporate 


purposes. The Symmes Township Board of 
Education having consented to the 
use of the school-house for Sunday- 
school purposes, and also permitted re- 
ligious services to be held _ therein, 
two resident tax-payers petitioned the Court 
of Common Pleas to restrain such use as ille- 
gal and tending to the damage of the buiid- 
ing and to injure them as tax-payers. The 
defendant Board of Education claimed that 
the use was not illegal that the Sunday-school 
tended to the free moral and musical educa- 
tion of the scholars and afforded facilities 
for instruction in morals and music which 
could not be otherwise provided for the chil- 


| dren of the district. 


But the court decided 


that public school property must be held and 


used for the purpose of imparting secular 
education ana not for. religious education. 
Morals and music may be taught in the pub- 
lie school building, but only as a part ofa 
secular education, and not with the primary 
object of giving a religious education.

and bridge transportation and transfer compa- 


nies which are charged with having fattened on

THE PENAL CODE. 


An Irate Policeman Tells How He 
Will Enforce It To-Morrow. 


Jay Hubbell Afraid of the Investigation--Rlow 
the English Put Out Fires--Editorial Com- 


paste of To-Day’s New York Press. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
New York, December 9.—The follow- 
ing is a synopsis of to-day’s editorial com- 


ments of the New York press: 
The World says: “Captain Shaw, of the 


London Fire Brigade, who had so much the 
other day to say in praise of the London fire 
service as contrasted with our own depart- 
ment, may learn something from the story of 
yesterday’s fire in Canal street, as to the 
value of New York water towers and the 
valor and skill of New York firemen. The 
prompt and effectual way in which a danger- 
ous fire was yesterday got under control de- 
spite the most unfavorable circumstances, by 
Chief Bates and his men, contrasts rather 
suggestively with the clean sweep made in 
London, the other day, of the 
Alhambra and the adjacent build- 
ings within _ pistol shot of Pic 
cadilly circus and Trafalgar square, and with 
the destruction on Thursday night of build- 
ings covering two acres of ground near the 
Guild Hall, the Bank and the Exchange. It 
is true that the area burned over in London 
on Thursday jnight was bounded by narrow 
streets, but none of these streets Was narower 
than Howard street, from which our firemen 
yesterday made their main attack on the 
Canal street tire, and none of the warehouses 
about London wall could be compared in 
height with the United Bank Building, 
which took fire on Tuesday last in this city, 
and into the tenth story of which our ga'lant 
fellows fearlessly and speedily carried their 
hose.”’ 
COMING TO THEIR SENSES. 

The Times says: ““The Police Commission- 
ers are making some advances toward a ra- 
tional interpretation of the Sunday clause of 
the penal code. At least Commissioner 
Matthews and Superintendent Walling have 
drawn up a resolution for the approval of the 
board, which sets forth that travel in public 
or private conveyances, baggage transfer, tel- 
egraph work, the sale and delivery of news- 
papers, the supplying of food within certain 
hours, and shaving, boot-blacking and other 
work of cleanliness, are not violations of the 
code. Commissioner Jourdan, of Brooklyn, 


is to adopt a similar reading of the 
law with the curious exception that while 
newspapers ordered on Saturday may be de- 
livered at the stands of the dealers, newspa- 
pers not so ordered may not be sold on Sun- 
day. It may be doubted whether the detec- 
tive force of Brooklyn is large enough to 
compel the observance of this arbitrary ana 
nonsensical distinction. Meanwhile the 
question of enforced Sunday closing as af- 
ecting Hebrews who observe the Sabbath 
ending with sunset on Saturday 
is to be submitted to the courts, certain 
store-keepers of the Jewish persuasion hav- 
ing obtained temporary injunctions restrain- 
ing the police from interfering with them. 
A grocer and baker have also secured injunc- 
tion on the ground that any law which pro- 
hibits the furnishing of food supplies to 
persons in need of them is unconstitutional.’’ 
_ THE TARIFF qcnecee™: 

The Tribune says: ‘The action of the Sen- 
ate yesterday in regard to measures touching 
a reduction of the tariff and internal revenue 
may not be the wisest that could be sug- 
gested; but the exingencies of the situation 
may be pleaded in justification of it. Evi- 
dently the Senators thought there was no 
other way of getting the bill through the two 
houses. The internal revenue bill, over 
which there was a contest at the last 
session, and which was left among the un- 
finished business, has been referred back to 
the Finance Committee, with the Tariff Com- 
mission bill offered as an amendment by Mr. 
Sherman. It is expected that the two 
measures will be promptly reported back. 
will speedily pass the Senate and goto the 
House. Any amendments which mav be 
made there itis hoped the Senate will be 
able to accept.” 

HUBBELL NOT READY. 

The Sun says: “Mr. Beck’s resolution, 
aimed at Hubbell’s assessment machinery, 
stirred up a sharp fight in the Senate yester- 
day. The Republicans, under the lead of 
Messrs. Allison and Hale, undertook to wid- 
en the scope of the investigation so as to 
overhaul the work of the Democratic Com- 
mittee. Messrs. Bayard and Beck contended 
that to extend the inquiry would consume so 
much time that the whole investigation 
would fail. The debate was not 
concluded and it promises to bring 
out a general exchange of party views before 
a vote is reached. Itis apparent that Hub- 
bell is not so ready for an investigation as he 
said he wasa few days ago, and that his 
party is going todo all it can to save him. 
A party that keeps Dorsey as Secretary of its 
National Committee is not to be frightened 
by a little thing like the Hubbell episode.”’ 

A POLICEMAN ON THE PENAL CODE.

SERGEANT BALLANTINE. 


A Talk of Current Topics with the Fa- 
mous London Barrister. 
From the New York Sun. 


“Come and dine with me,” said Sergeant 
Ballantine, the famous London barrister, to 
a Sun reporter yesterday. “No? The meal 
Shall be eatable, unless what I have heard of 
New York cookery is false, and the company 
shall be entertaining.”’ 

“I can have no doubt of the latter,” said 
the reporter. 

“Oh, don’t accuse me of meaning myself. 
I feel so uncertain of being able to talk inter- 
estingly that I dread facing an audience asa 
lecurer. _I have come over under an engage- 
ment with D’Oyly Carte to lecture, you 
know, andI am more nervous than I can 
tell you. I havespoken in court six hours a 
day for three successive days, without notes, 
other than names and figures, but to amuse a 
hal! full of ladies and gentlemen is quite a 
different matter. 

_ there was no indication that Mr. Ballan- 
tine’s diffidence was an affectation. He was 
rather hesitant of speech, and had an old 
way of altering his phrases, likea lawyer 
dictating an important brief to an amanuen- 
sis;and yet his manner was easy, open 
and hearty. He looked 45 at the first glance. 
but older when it came to be seen thatthe 
black of his side whiskers was a covering of 
the natural white, and that his face was in- 
tricately lined. It wasinacurately deserip- 
tive to say that he was like the typical law- 
yer oO the dramatic stage in 
person, and the English after-din- 
ner speaker in enunciation.

CENSUS FIGURES. 

Showing That Protection Does Not 

Protect Labor. 
From the New York Herald. 


The fact will doubtiess be readily recalled 
that at each Presidential election the dema- 
gogue how! goes forth from the protection- 
ists thatif the Democrats get into power 
they will foster free trade and lower the 
wages of operatives. As to this the census 
has something to say, and there can be found 
no better argument for ‘‘free trade’’ than is 
furnished in “Bulletin No. 302,” just pub- 
ished. Herein are given the statistics of all 
the manufacturing industries or the country 
excepting gas), including “the number of 
hands employed, the amount of wages paid, 
the value of mateYials used and the value of 
the products for all the establishments of 
manufacturing ifdustry in each of the States 
and Territories, as retruned at the census of 
1880.” 

The protectionists having had full swing 
during the decade under consideration we 
look to find, of course, a most satisfactory 
end liberal outlay in the way of 
wages tu operatives, as set forth in this doc- 
ument. 

The average number of hands employed is 
2,738,950 in 253,840 establishments; the 
amount of wages paid is $947,919,674. Divid- 
ing one by the other we find the net average 
annual wages of our manufacturing opera- 
tives to be $346 08. Less than a dollar a day ! 
And when it is considered that this includes 
all those skilled operatives who are paid high 
wages it may be imagined that the rank and 
file are not very welbequipped financially for 
their struggle with life—house rent, food, 


clothing, fuel, light—all to be supplied from 


less than a dollar a day. 

And it need not be supposed that this ex- 
hibit occurs on account of the employment of 
women and children, the fact being that 
these form only twenty-six per cent of the 
whole number of operatives. The figures 
are: Males above 16 yeras, 2,025,279; females 
above 15 years, 531.753; children and youths, 
181,918. ‘This statement shows that the enor- 
mous gratuity which is given every year by 
the protective tariff to the manufacturers 
goes into their own pockets, while the oper- 
atives are ground down to the lowest possi- 
ble wages. As the protective tax comes 
also out of the pockets of these very 
operatives the rascally circle is complete, But 
this is not the worst of it, for an examination 
of the census of 1870 makes the following 
showing: In that year the number of hands 
employed in manufactures was 2,053,996 and 
the amount of wages was $775,584,343, an an- 
nual wage of $377 64, or $51 56 more than in 
1880. So that the poor wages of the laboring 
man employed in our manufacturing estab 
lishments have actually declined in the ten 
years in the amount of $31 56 each, or more 
than eight per cent. 

And all of this leads to the ag that 
while the laboring classes are being hum- 
bugged by the manufacturers into the belief 
that all their troubles originate in the capi- 
talists and the railroads they may as well 
commit to memory the two pregnant facts: 

First—That in manufacturing establish- 
ments the net average wages of the operative 
is $346 08 per year. 

Seconi—That even this paltry sum is eight 
per cent less tuan it was in 1870.

READING NOVICES. 
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POOR HUMANITY. 


Centers of Poverty Visited by a 
Post-Dispatch Reporter. 
Less of Misery Prevalent Than Usual But Still 
Enough and to Spare. 


“There is considerable poverty in the dis- 
trict this year,” Sergeant Reedy remarked 
last night to a Post-DisPaTCH reporter, 
“but it is nothing to the destitution which 
nsed to prevail three years ago. Times have 
improved since then and the people now get 
along a good deal better.” 

“Where is the greatest destitution to be 
found?” the reporter asked. 

“Right here in the third district, I expect; 
but wonld you not like to investigate for 
yourself?’ 

The reporter acknowledged that, provided 
a chaperone were afforded him, he would be 
well pleased to make a tourof those portions 
of the district where poverty is believed to 
hold sway, and sothe Sergeant stepped to 
the front door of the station-house and gave 
two long and loud whistles, in response tc 
which shortly appeared Patrolman Patrick 
Cassidy, one of the oldest men on the force, 
who is familiar with every face and place in 
the district, and whose knowledge of men 
and localities within its boundaries is one of 
the marvels of metropolitan police life. 

“Cassidy, I want you to devote an hour or 

twoto showing the Post-DISPATCH man 
around the district, with a view to illustrat- 
ing the extent to which poverty is prevailing 
in the city.” 
- The patrolman, like the sergeant, volunteer- 
ed the information thata few years back pov- 
erty was much more common than at the 
present time. However, he said, he believ- 
ed that some cuses might be found, and, tak- 
ing the reporter under his protection, he 
salilied forth into the darkness and announc- 
ed Clabber alley as the object of his earliest 
visit. 

The winter season is not the proper time 
in which to make a study of Clabber alley, 
which is in the height of its glory only in the 
days when the watermelon goes “punk,” 
and when the balmy summer evenings woo 
its denizens into the open air. When the 
mercury falls to the neighborhood of zero the 
blood in Ethiopian veins stagnates and grows 
eold, and a warm corner by a soft coal fire is 
more seductive than a piece of merriment 
that in warmer days would prove irresistibly 
attractive. This accounted for the vast 
congregations of colored people who were to 
be found closely packed in around the stove 
of every public resortin the alley. In each

case the stove seemed to be the center of a 
| dejected and spiritiess community. Whether 

because of the pressure of the officer or from 
| other cause, a spirit of lethargie melancholy 

seemed to prevade the various places visited. 

No unctuous laugh rippled along, not even a 
| chance quarrel or two enlivened the dull pro- 
| ceeding, and the reporter, who had visited 
' the place ip the summer time, was amazed to 
find how absolutely a cold snap can revolu- 
tionize the Alley’s demeanor. 

‘They can’t stand it,” the other said. re- 
ferring to the cold. “It tones them right 
down,’’and then,having shown that the hard- 
ships of winter exercise a generally sedative 
effect upon a community which is notorious- 
ly foreign to its demeanor, he led the reporter 
off, in order to show him some of the nrivate 
domestic life of the place. Through the un- 
illumined gloom of the alley he walked, fol- 
lowed by the reporter, whose feet at every 
step plunged through the feebly resisting ice 
of a half-frozen something that was of pasty 
consistence, and led the way to a building, in 
euly a few of whose windows was light to be 
seen. It stood up likea huge black box 
against the dull sky above, and when the of- 
ficer explained that the place was commonly 
known as Castle Thunder, the genius of the 
man who supplied it with its slang name be- 
came instantly apparent. A_ half-opened 
door, from Which issued ai pun- 
gent smoke, attracted the  officer’s 
attention, and he entered without 
ceremony, followed by his companion, who, 
peering through the smoke which filled the 
room, saw acouple of black figures sittin 
upon the floorin frontof anopen charcoa 
and wood lire at which they were endeavor- 
ing to warm their hands. Mingled fumes of 
charcoal and damp wood arose from the fire, 
causing an odor which, however, did not con- 
quer the more searching stench which per- 
vaded the premises. Ina corner of the room, 
upon a rudeand thinly-claa pallet, comfort- 
ably slept a young child, seven years old, per- 
haps, and with a face which, though black, 
was atonce innocent and pretty. The di- 
wensions of the chamber were, perhaps, sev- 
en teet by six; certainly not more, and the 
space lefy uncovered by the pallet, and the 
scanty bed clothes laid upon the floor for the 
cider occupants of the place, was barely 
large enough to provide squatting room for 
them and standing room for their unexpected 
guests. 

“This is Curran Griffin,” said the officer, 
pointing to the male figure. 
| “The Corkonian,” added the man with a 
boarse laugh. 

“And this is the ‘Buzzard,’”’ the officer 
'said, witha playful tap with his club upon 
| the head of the woman, who seemed to re- 

gard the little attention as a decidedly com- 
plimentary mark of attention. 

‘The reporter glanced around the room in 
which the Corkonian and the Buzzard and 
their offspring were Wintering in search of 
furniture, but there was none to be seen be- 
yond the chareoal stove, the child’s pallet 
and the scattered bedclothes which were to 
keep together the warmth which the parents 
managed to accumulate from the smoking 
embers of their fire. A fidale hung upon the 
wall, revealing the fact that the sable Corko- 
nian was musically inclined, but of table or 
tabie furniture or other articles of what are 
supposed to be the bare necessaries of life, 
none wasat hand. No food was visible, and 
the head of the six-by-seven house ac- 
knowledged that meals had been some- 
weat irregular of late. However, 
he seemed happy, and the Buzzard 
was evidently able to bear up well under 
what seemed to be very trying circumstanees. 
Fault was found with the smoke which filled 
the place, but the explanation was readily of- 
fered that the fire had just been made and 
better béhavior could not very well be ex- 
pecied of it. 

“Will you be able to get through the win- 
ter without help?” the policeman asked. 

Corkornian and Buzzard combined in the 
assurance that they felt not the slightest con- 
cern for the future, while for their present 
happiness they had not a shadow of a doubt. 
it was aclear case of poverty and squalor, 
unattended by misery, and, now that the 
Clabber alleysociety season has fairly begun, 
and the Corkornian’s musical abilities prom- 
ise to be in lively demand for the rest of the 
winter, the chances are that the interesting 
family will be able to get along unaided. 

Other apartments in the castle were visited, 
and though none of them were found of such 
sinall size as that first one, there were man 
whose occupants were provided with a much 
smaller proportion of fresh air to the in- 
dividual. n one apartment, heated to a 
degree that would make a Shadrach shrink 
back before entering, and measuring about 
ten feet square, eleven, negroes were found 
disposed about the roof, while the search 
of aciosed closet off from it revealed the 
curly heads of a couple, more stretched out 
beneath a ginny comforter upor tie tloor. 

Clinibing the stairsa,a floor in the castle 
were reached which is mainly oocupied by 
Italians, aud here, was discovered the close- 
packing, anti-ventilation, stench-producing 
system of domestic coéperation brought to a 
degree of perfection that made the nostrils 
tremble with. novel experiences and the 
stomach quake \with sudden and irresitible 
| muscular contortions. A glance was enough, 


and, as the fresh air was dived for and | 
reached just in time to placate the rebellious 
stomach, the eye rapidiy took in a picture 
of the apartment and its tenants, but not 
rapidiy enough to fully record them. All 
that could be remembered was a room crowd- 
ed with beds which were crowded with occu- 

ants, a broken stove in the corner sending 
orth a steaming heat, a Pay ceiling from 
which depended rags of ail qualities of 
texture and al! grades of filthiness, and filthy 
walls which contained more rags and a few 
sooty implements of the kitchen. There was 
filth in abundance, but no property to speak 
of. The peanut and banana trade and scissor- 
grinding profession are too lucrative to 
allow of want being suggested in connection 
with the interesting, but malodorous colony, 
where ability to make money is combined in 
such a happy manner with the knack of re- 
taining it. 

“Now,” said the officer, “I will take you to 
a real case of destitution,” and he led the 
way to the residence of a white widow lady 
upon Clabber alley, who bad recently ap- 

ied to the police for relief. She was great- 
fy pleased with the officer’s visit, but 1t was 
equally plain that she viewed his companion 
with a certain amount of suspicion. 

“And you are still sick?’ the officer said 
as he took the seat which had been offered 
him. 

“Indade and Iam. The Dispensary doctor 
says I have the pneumonia, and the bronchi- 
tig and, and, something else, I forget the 
name of it,” she answered, drawing a long 
and apparently painful breath by way of in- 
timating that her chest was sorely affected. 

“Isn’t that an awful complication of dis- 
orders, Doctor!’’ the officer asked, turning to 
his companion who had nothing left but to 
nod his head sagely by way of compliance.

“There's nothing like talking hospital to 
this kind of a woman,”’ the officer said when 
the alley was reached again. “She has been 
complaining to the police for some time, but 
she ~ no right to do so. © The only thing to 
Bring that kind to their senses is to offer to 
put Yam iu the hospital, an‘ when they come 
to think of dying there and being cut up, it 
cures them quicker than medicine. We wont 
hear another word from that woman all win- 
ter.”’ 

The next place visited was the Franklin 
Building, a tenement house on the alley, wiih 
about 100 rooms, all occupied by poor famililes. 
Here we found representatives of all nation- 
alities living huddled together in close, un- 
ventilated rooms. Poverty ruled here, 
and misery was found Upon 
every floor. The proportion of children 
in the place was, however, very small, and 
such as there was seemed to be much more 
healthy than the hy gienic possibilities wouild 
seem to warrant. How so much crowding 
together in dirt can exist without prevalence 
of disease, while malignant -disorders are 
cominon in parts of the city where the rules 
of health are rigidly followed, is a problem 
that only the medical faculty have a right to 
wrestle with. 

On their way down to the vicinitv of Sec- 
ond and Collins streets, where, the officer 
said, could be seen the troubles of the labor- 
ing man struggling with hard times and su- 
perabundance of family, the W hittier build- 
ing was looked into, and, despite the assever- 
ations of the janitor to the contrary, Officer 
Cassidy stated that many of its rooms were 
tenanted by families who, during the winter, 
would have no further means of living than 
that provided them by charitable institu- 
tions. The building is the largest tenement 
in the city, containing 20 rooms, aimost. all 
of which are occupied by fainilies, and 
harboring a population of 1,000 tenants. 

On Collins street a genuine case of Inisery 
was discovered inthe home of a once stal- 
wort iron-moulder, whose form, wasted. with 
long sickness, seemed only a mockery of its 
former self. Asis almostinvariably the case 
with the the really unfortunate, the family 
had suffered for weeks in secret, liv ing upon 
the scant earnings of a lad of ten, until the 
neighbors had notified the police of the con- 
dition of affairs. Wrapped in a too light cov- 
ering, the fever-stricken man lay upon his 
couch, tossing wearily to and froand moan- 
ing from time to time. Several medicine 
bottles lay uponjthe mantel-piece, but they 
were all empty. The little boy whose daily 
earnings as newsboy and bvotblack, were 
keeping the family together, slept soundly 
upon a bunk along with two other youngsters 
of very tender years, and ona lounge, which, 
evidently, the mother, occupied in moments 
of respite from her vigils, lay another pair of 
children, girls evidently, and the youngest 
barely two years of age. A small stove was 
in the room, but it contained neither fire bor 
fuel and the coal-box in the corner was enip- 
tv. The mother sat by the sideof the sick 
bed and watched the movements of her Sick 
husband, and tried hard to keep from shiv- 
ering, but withoutavail. It was a sad pic- 
ture and one Which promised to retain. its 
character for weeks to come. Reliet had, of 
course, been granted but the suddenness of 
the cold snap had overtaken them before 
they had had time to have their store of food 
and fuei replenished. Many such cases are 
to be found in the neighborhocd which are 
being relieved, but with many of them, too, 
it happened that the misery had been borne 
formany a day belore pride was broken 
down and the agencies of relief appealed to 
for assistance. 

“It’s astonishing,” Sergeant Reedy said to 
the reporter, after he had returned to the 
station, “how some of these families will 
fight against poverty before they give in. 
Now 1 know the case of a young cou- 
pie, a mechanic and his wife, who re- 
cently received assistance, but which they 
scorned to apply for until death itself stared 
them in the face. When they got married 
they were quite a stylish young couple and 
their wedding was a very tony aftair. by 
and by they were expecting a little one, and 
about two months beiore it came the 
husband met with and accident which 
disabled him from work. When the 
baby came hewas out of work, aud that 
woman stayed for tive days without food or 
fire in the house, actually forbidaing her hus- 
band to ask for the support which he was 
notable to earn. It was only when he saw 
that death was inevitable unless succor came, 
and that her death would involve that of her 
baby, that she allowed her husband to apply 
for relief. ‘There are many such cases, and 
these are the ones which we hunt for when 
we have the disposition of food and fuel on 
our hands.” 

This year, the Sergeant said, there was 
not nearly as much poverty in the 
city as usual. ‘The decrease, as coin- 
pared with three years back, was re- 
markable, and the charitable associations 
would find no great difliculty ia coping with 
the distress. At present it was a question 
of fuel rather than food, as the cold came on 
so suddeniy thatit would be impossible to 
immediately supply the needs of all who 
were suffering from cold.

Picturesge Advertising--The Wonderful 
Growth of the Trade, 


From the New York Times. 


has marked the present popular renaissance 
in art has excited the keenest competition in 
the production of beautiful designs and at- 
tractive novelties. ‘The business in advertis- 
ing cards has grown to enormous proportions, 
and the best talent in the country is em- 
ployed in designing them. The popular taste 
ior the beautiful is cultivated, and the in- 
dustry provides many astruggling artist with 
bread, and even reputation. Work of this 
sort is well paid, and a first-rate hand can 
command $100 a week or more. The imag- 
ination of the producers of picture-cards is 
idea that will “‘take.”’ The simplest sug- 
yestion may be worth a fortune. ‘The **Dad- 
dy’’ cards which one sees for sale at every 
street corner have sold by the hundreds of 
thousands, and on the strength of this idea 
alone the inventor established himself in 
business. Of the **Patience’’ cards 40,000,000 
have been sold, and of one set—a simple 
flower with a few leaves and space for an ad- 
vertisement—no less than 200,000,000 have 
been sold. Prices all the way from $2 530 to 
$50 a thousand, and some of the more expen- 
sive cards are quite works of art. 

The development of a popular taste for the 
beautiful has also brought forth the exqui- 
site Christmas and New Years cards. Large 
prizes are offered yearly by a prominent deal- 
er, open to competition, for the best produc- 
tions in this line. Unfortunately the 
competition is not so managed as to secure 
the coed possible results. ‘The cards sub- 
mitted by the various contestants are placed 
on general exhibition. Numbers are attach- 
ed, and the artist’s name is not allowed to 
appear. No one knows by whom each piece 
of work is done, except the judges, and the 
artist has neither a chance to make himself 
known to the public, unless he is awarded a 
prize, nor to sell his work to any one but the 
manager of the exhibition, who desires him- 
self to secure his at own price the 
best of the work shown. This 
is where he expects to be re- 
imbursed for his outlay in prizes, by 
the acquisition of new pictures and sugges- 
tions which may be wort: to him hundreds 
of times the price he pays for them, This 
method. however, is, of course, destructive 
of realexcelience. The better artists will, as 
a general rule, refuse to compete where cir- 
cumstances are so unfair. It will beobserved 
that most of the prices so far have been 
awarded to women. An artist will say to 
himself: “‘Whatis the use of throwing away 
my time to have a picture hang on a wall for 
a week for the benefit of Mr. So and so? 
The money offered in prizes is as nothing 
compared with the profits of the dealer. who 
has thus an opportunity to pass in review the 
ideas of the whole country and to select what 
he pleases without competition. 

A great many suggestions in the way of 
Christmas cards come from abroad—from 
London, Paris and Berlin. Agents are em- 
ployed everywhere to collect novelties in this 
ephemeral art. Gold fringes, silken linings, 
every elaboration have been added to please 
those whose taste seeks the expensive. Ten 
dollars is not uncommonly paid for a single 
ecard. The English cards are probably the 
most beautiful of alland in the best taste. 
One concern in America has already taken 
orders for one hundred thousand cards for 
the next Christmas season, and not less than 
a million dollars is spent on them in this coun- 
try yearly. Of those soid here five ar six mil- 
lions are imported. ‘There is a large demand 
for cards for collections, nor is trade con- 
fined to children, A Well-known New-York- 
er, prominent in insurance circles, has a 
large collection, on which he has expended 
over $6000, and to which he is constantly 
adding. Although foreign cards are copied 


to some extent, itis not considered honora- 


ble in the trade to copy or adapt from de- 
signs issued by American manufacturers. 
It has been done, however, and in order to 
prevent this, one well-known house has been 
euapetes to copyright designs as fast as is- 
sued.

“GOOD FAT CAPON.” 


How it is Prepared for the Market and 
at What Cost. 
From the New York World. 


“Ts it not about time forcapon?” a repor- 
— asked the proprietor of one of the large 
10tels. 

“Almest,” was the answer. ‘I expect to 
serve up this prime favorite of the epicure 
ina few days. Itis always greatly. sought 
after by those who understand what ,zood 
livingis. I think Sydney Smith must have 
had capon when he said ‘Fate cannot harm 
me: Ihave dined to-day.” 

‘What do you pay for capon when it first 
comes ?”’ 

“| have given as much as sixty centsa 
pound for it, and have been glad to get it at 
that price: but if you want to find out all 
about the bird go to one of the large poultry 
yards on the Hudson River or in New Jersey 
and see for yourself.” 

Following this advice thé reporter visited a 

poultry yard at Brick Chureh, N. J. The 
farm i: pleasant! y situated. and contains 
many novel expedients for the hatching and 
raising of chickens. Slx ineubators are 
placed in arow inaroom where the tempera- 
ture is kept at seventy degrees. They are 
all furnished, with an improved thermostat 
bar, which is extremely sensitive. These 
thermostats are connected with electric bells 
in the sleeping-room of the manager. The 
doors and windows of the houses are all con- 
nected witha burglar-alarm in the same 
room, so that chicken thief would receive a 
warm reception should he endeavor to force 
an entrance. 
To avoid any change of temperature which 
would damage or kil! the eggs, an attendant 
is awakened by the ringing of a bell, a drop 
exposes the number of the machine which is 
in fault, and steps are at once taken te re- 
store the temperature to the right degree. 

‘*Do vou consider the process of hatching 
eggs by incubation a success?’’ the reporter 
asked the manager. 

‘! do for a large per centage of chickens: 
and stronger chickens are hatched in this 
way than by the hen. The incubator cannot 
break the eggs and will not neglect them or 
destroy the chiekens by exposure to the heat 
or cold.”’ 

“What percentage do you obtain by artifi- 
cial hatching ?”’ 

“From 60 to 80 per cent of the eggs are 
hatched. The eggs are tested by holding 
them toa very powerful light on the fifth 
day, when the embryo, if the egg be fertile, 
can easily be detected. The unfertile and 
clear eggs are then removed. The chickens 
are kept for forty-eight hours without food. 
Their first feed consists of hard boiled eggs 
chopped fine. After this they are fed most 
generously and kept growing until the sexes 
can be determined. The time taken to 
mature them varies in different breeds, about 
three months being the usual period. The 
pu!lets are then separated from the cockerels, 
and the best marked are raised for fancy 
stock, and when full grown sell for from $3 
$3 50a trio. The remaining pullets are sold 
as spring chickens or broilers, and weigh 
from two and a half to three pounds a pair. 
The latter are sold by the pound. The cock- 
erels are all caponized.” 

“Do you sell many capons?”’ 

‘Yes: Lraise as many of my fowls as I can 
for this purpose. 1 find they’pay me better 
than anything else. The capon is considered 
the greatest delicacy in the world, and will 
always bring a good price. The capon at 
the end of eight to ten months will weigh 
from eight to fifteen pounds, and it costs to 
raise about $1 30 per bird.” 

“When does the capon first appear in the 
market ?”’ 

‘Late in the fall, and it is then worth 
from forty to fifty cents a pound. It after- 
wards declines to about thirty-five cents a 
pound, so that a profit of over 200 per cent 
can be made out of them.” 

“Do you think that itis possible to obtain 
these birds at all seasons of the year?”

‘They increase 
rapidly in weight, and their flesh becomes 
delicate, tender and delicious.” 

“Are capons harder to rearand more sensi- 
tive to diseases than other birds?’ 

‘‘T have never found them so. Cleanliness, 
light and proper ventilation, warmth and 
shelter in winter, and regularity in feeding 
is allthat is required for their successful 


rearing.”’

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| TERESA STURLA’S CRIME. 


Her Strangely Romantic Passion 
for the Man She Shot, 


The Girl’s Own Story of the Tragedy Which 
Made Her a Murderess. 


From a Chicago Paper. 

The crime for which this young woman is 
on trial was committed at the Palmer 
House, in this city, on the morning of the.10th 
of July last, the victim of her murderous 
posron being “Charley” Stiles, as he was 

st known—a man about thirty-two years 
of age, and the son of Gen. E. B. Stiles, a 
man once prominent in the political and 
business circles of Illinois. His early life, by 
the indulgence of a wealthy father, was —— 
in Europe, where he learned th 
the French and German languages, and 
with other young men of his class led a gay 
career at several foreign capitals. Onreturn- 
ing to this country he engaged in specula- 
tions on the Chicago board of trade, making 
and losing large sums of a and acquir- 
ing habits that made him at twenty-three a 
confirmed gambler and one of the fastest men 
in the city, in all that the term implies. For 
some time he was a pool-seller on a racing 
circuit: and, finally, coming back to Chicago 
about four years ago; he was made caller of 
the call-board at a salary of $5,000 a year. 
His extravagant habits still continued, how- 
ever, and he was most of the time involved 
in debt and driven to questionable devices 
for supplying his wants. Everybody knew 
him and he knew everybody, but he never 
gained the respect of self-respecting men. 

Teresa Sturla isa girl whom Stiles came 
across in Baltimore, and they had for several 
years sustained the relations of husband and 
wife. it was acase of mutual infatuation 
apparently, though in time Teresa became 
much more his slave than mistress, and in 
proportion as he tired of her he began to 
abuse her, frequently using personal violence 
in his fits of passion, knocking her down and 
threatening toshoot her.

The Sunday night before the Monday: on 
which the shooting occurred the two rode 
out to Sunnyside, a hotel at the north end of 
the city, and had supper. He was out of 
money, as usual, and she paid for the re 
freshments. They were at first in good 
spirits. but it was not long before they quar- 
relied. He ordered his horses, and, excus- 
ing himself for a moment, entered the car- 
riage and drove away, leaving the girl there 
alone. A furious rain storm was raging 
She became tired of waiting for him, and was 
informed that he had gone. Her anger 
was indescribable. Hiring a chore boy to 
accompany her, she started out on foot to 
walk to the city through the darkness and 
storm. She was agitated terribly, and the 
strange pair proceeded in silence for some 
time. She had hold of the boy’s hand. ““This 
settles it.’’ she finally said, in a meditative 
way, as she splashed through the mud. “—_ 
have loved that man since I was fourteen 
vears old, and have sacrificed everything for 
him.” 

Thereupon she seems to have vowed 
vengeance not only for this outrage, but for 
the long series of sufferings which he had 
heaped upon her.

“When I got home from Sunnyside that 
night inthe storm I said to myself, I will 
leave him forever in the morning. i will go 
to him and say, ‘Charley, we must separate. 
Remember, I’ve been a good wife to ze. 
You will have one picture in your mind as 
long as you live—the picture of your old 
father dying in my arms! That’s what I 
intended te say to him. So I got up yew d 
and started for the Palmer House. I too 
my pistol with me—a pistol that I have had 
for years. But I didn’t intend to kill hia. I 
wanted to kiss him good-by. knocked at 
the deor and I heard him ask, ‘Who’s there ?” 
‘A messenger boy with a letter,’ I said. He 
let mein, and I said, ‘Charley, we’ve got to 
separate.’ ‘D— you,’ he said, and he pushed 
meon the sofa. 1 broke away from him, 
and he knocked me down. Iwas blinded 
and dazed when I[ got up, and then he choked 
me. He threw me back on the table, and I 
pulled the revolver from my pocket. ‘Look 
out, Charlie!’ said I, ‘I’ve gota pistol point- 
ing at you.” He still choked me, and then— 
and then—I don’t know how, but the pistol 
went off. Ican’t realize itnow. I can’t be- 
lieve that it happened atall. I wish I could 
cry but I don’t know how,” and her lips 
parted slowly into a smile and she laughed, 
musically. it seemed like a ghastly cli- 
max to the tale that she should end it with a 


laugh.

WIVES BY THE CARGO. 


Populating New Orleansin 1749—Ship- 
ping Girls to the Pioneers. 


One volume of “Le Voyageur Francois,” 
published in Paris in 1872, contains a number 
of letters from a Parisian traveler in Ameri- 
ca toa lady in Paris. The New Orleans Pic- 
ayune publishes several of them. He writes 
under date of August 28, 1749, that he met at 
Fort St. Louis, in Mobile, M. de_ Belle-Isle, 
Chevalier of St. Louis, who was then Major- 
General of the marine troops of Louisiana. 
The General tells him a strange story of ad- 
venture. In 1719 the General came from 
France with other officers destined for service 
in the colony. They were carried by contrary 
winds into the Bay of St. Bernard, in the 
Gulf of Mexico. e went hunting with four 
comrades and the = sailed away and 
left them. The abandoned officers found 
nothing to eat except insects and disagreea- 
ble herbs. Belle-Isle’s comrades were fairly 
starved to death. He was only saved by 
catching and eating a wood rat. which he 
Says was as large as a sucking pig. He lived 
upon this food long enough to reach the say- 
age and barbarous nation of Attakapas, 
whose name indicates that they were man- 
eaters. They did not eat him because he 
was so lean. Anold widow of the nation 
became enamored of him, and he served as 
her slave for two years, when deputies from 
a neighboring tribe put him in communica- 
tion with the French and he was rescued. 

The Parisian traveler writes to his lad 
friend an interesting account of the meth 
adopted for populating the city of New Or- 
leans. Ladies of that city, who pride them- 
selves upon especially ancient ancestry, may 
not be flattered by the picture. He writes: 

*‘After many fatigues, the recital of which 
however. would contain nothing remarkable, 
I have at last arrived, Madam, in the capital 
of Louisiana. 

**The founding of this town is, as you know, 
of very recent date.

“A second cargo of the same sort of mer- 
chandise arrived the next year, but the haste 
to get married had so diminished that there 
was no hurry in seeking them. Finally, a 
third cargo was landed. but this was more 
distingue. Those who composed it were 
calied los filestde la cassette, because On their 
departure from France they had received 
through the liberality of the comyany a lit- 
tle chest of linen and clothes. Besides, they 
were incharge ofnuns. Nor did they have 
to wait long for husbands. They had not 
the less been brought over by force, witha 
single exception, who was known as @ la de- 
moiselle de bonne volenée. 

“The number of these different importa- 
tions was above 800 girls. 
themselves in the capital; others settled in 
the country of the Natchez, where more than 
twenty years previously it had been proposed 
to found the metropolis, under the name of 
Rosalie, which was that of Mme. la Chan- 
celiere de Pontchartrain. ' 

“New Orleans, this town so famous in the 
history of the Regency, the first which one 
of the largest rivers in the world has seen 
built on its banks, the capital, in fine, of a 
country vaster, more extended, than France, 
contains barely 200 houses, some of which 
are of brick and others of wood. It is situ- 
ated on the east bank of the Mississippi, 
and according to the plan furnished by the 
engineer, the streets should be laid out regu- 
lariy. So far one sees only baraques scatter- 
ed here and there without much order in 
their arrangement. They are inhabited by 
Frenchmen, negroes and a few Indians, who 
altogether do not number, as it appears to 
me, more than 1,200 individuals. 

“*M., le Marquis de Vaudreuil, who com- 
mands here, is to receive, it is said, twenty- 
four additional companies of marines. 
There is talk also of new importations of 

irls, enrolled in France, who are to be 
brought here to populate these regions. In- 
dustrious soldiers who may desire to marry 
them will be released from military service. 
The xing we grant them a certain number 
of arpents of land to cultivate, will supply 
them with provisions and other necessities 
of life for three years, and will provide them 
with powder, shot, cattle, guns and ——. 
ments of labor. I will say, en t, that 
the table of this Governor (Vaudreuil) is a 

reat resource for those newly arrived, hnd 
hat he does the honors of host with as much 
generosity as dignity.”

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TRANSPLANTING TEETH. 


Grafting Them on the Comb ofa Cock 
Until Needed, 
* From the San Franciscd Call 

Transplanting sound teeth from the jaws 
of healthy persons who could spare them 
into those who needed them has been prac- 
tieed by advanced dentists for some tme. 
The modus operandi was as follows: The in- 
dividual with the superfluous sound tooth 
and he with the decayed molar were seated 
together and the freshly drawn good tooth 
immediately placed in the cavity made by 
extracting the other. But it often happened 
to be necessary to remove a sound tooth from 
a patient at a time when no person of whom 
the dentist had any knowledge needed just 
such a one. It would therefore be lost, for 
only “living” teeth could be made to grow In 
a strange mouth, and they died very soon af- 
ter being torn from their parent gums. Teeth 
are “living” solong as the membrane cover- 
ing the roots has any vitality. It 
has been a problem of great interest 
to dentists throughout America to devise 
some means by which the sound extracted 
tooth could be kept alive indefinitely, until it 
should be needed, and to a San francisco 
dentist belongs the honor of solving the 
problem. Dr. W. J. Younger of this city 
has been conducting a series of experiments, 
which have resulted in the discovery of a 
means of preserving the life of the extracted 
tooth. It is ngthing more or less than 
“vrafting’ it, as’ soon as it is drawn, upon 
the engorged ¢omb of a healthy rooster, and 
leaving it there, properly secured, until It 
iswanted. Thenit is cut away—the cock 
being placed under the influence of chloro- 
form—washed, and everything removed down 
to the membrane, and placed in the freshly- 
made cavity where it is needed. A repre- 
sentative of the Call was permitted yester- 
day to examine the mouth of a gentleman in 
which there was a tooth that had been plant- 
ed there a week or 80 before, and which was 
apparentiy as firm as those which had al- 
ways been there. It had been kept alive on 
a cock’s comb for ten days, and had been 
taken from the mouth of a young_$ lady, 
whose looks were benefited by the removal. 


DOMESTIC RECIPES. 


A nice apple custard is made of one pint of 
sweet milk, one pint of apple sauce, three 
eggs: flavor and sweeten, and bake with an 
under crust. 

For jumbles take one cup of sugar, a half- 
eup of butter, a half-cup of milk, and one 
teaspoonful of baking powder, roll out and 
bake in a quick oven. 

For a snow cake use one and one-half cups 
of powdered sugar, one teaspoonful of lemon 
favoring, the whites of ten egys, and one 
tumbler of tinely sifted flour. 

For citron cake stir together three cups of 
brown sugar, four and one-half cups of flour, 
seven egas, two cups of citron cut in smal! 
pieces, two and one-half teaspoonfuls of 
baking-powder, one cup of butter, one and 
one-half cups of sweet milk. 

To make veal cheese take equal quantities 
of boiled veal and boiled tongue, sliced; 
pound each separately, and add a little but- 
ter: mix in a stone jar, press hard, and pour 
over it meited butter; keep covered in a dry 
plaee, and when cold cut in thin slices.

To make oyster stuffing for roast turkey 
take enough stale bread to fill the turkey, 
grate and season it well with butter, salt 
and pepper and a little savory; moisten a 
little with the oyster liquor, and add as 
many oysters as desuwed. A turkey stuffed 
with oysters should be eaten with oyster 
Sauce. 

Nice puffs for dessert are made of one pint 
of milk and cream, the whites of four eggs, 
beaten to a stiff froth, one cup of flour, finely 
sifted, one cup of pulverized sugar, a little 
grated lemon peel and a pinch of salt; beat 
alltogether until very light, and bake in zine 
pans; when done sprinkle pulverized sugar 
over them, and serve with sauce flavored 
with lemon. 

For lemon froth take the yolks of four 
eggs and beat them slowly over the fire in 
half a pint of hock and add the juice and rind 
of a lemon, and sweeten to suit the taste; do 
not iet it boil or it will curdle; as soon as it 
istaken off the fire add the whites of the 
eggs, beaten to a solid froth, and beat alto- 
gether for five minutes,
